Siléfit Finland 


The Finland of centuries past, 
and centuries to come, needs no 
re-creation in the mind, It lies 
there, before the eyes, yesterday, 
today, seemingly forever. 

Its silence and’ its solitariness, 
too, seem to spring from, etern- 
ity. There are ‘tens of miles of 
forest, lake and moorland, un- 
broken by a single house; there 
is here a dimly-tracked road, 
there a scarcely-worn path. 
Where fields have been culti- 
vated they are not neatly rim- 
med with hedges and fences to 
break the limitless landscape, 
but divided only by ditches 
which the eye barely notes, 
Roads, paths, ditches all disap- 
pear in a vast sea of whiteness 
once winter comes and snow be- 
gins to fall.

How Can I?

Q. How can I make bay rum? 


A. Mix one dram oil of bay, 
eighteen ounces of alcohol, eight- 
een ounces of water. Then filter 
it through magnesia. 


Q. How can I make black 
putty? 

A. Mix whiting and antimony 
sulphide (the latter finely pow- 
dered) with soluble glass. It is 
claimed that after hardening, 
this putty can be polished’ with 
a burnishing agate. 


Q. How can I make a substi- 
tute for a pastry board? 

A. Try using a piece of clean 
white tablecloth. It is more easily 
cleaned than a board, and can 
be rolled up and put away in a 
clean place for the next time 
wanted. : 
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Vegetables, divide themselves 
into several main groups. There 
are those: that are hardy ° like 
lettuce, radish, the first potatoes, 
carrots, beets, cabbage, peas and 
such things.

From all of this the beginner 
should not decide to plant all 
of his vegetables in the order 
mentioned. These directions are 
only for the first of each group. 
In order to spread out the gar- 
den, both for flowers and vege- 
tables, it is vidtal to spread out 
the seeding dates.

There is a lot more interest and 
satisfaction in gardening if one 
plans to make plants fit. No two 
vegetables, flowers of shrubs are 
exactly the same. There are, of 
course, the familiar differences 
in height or colour or season, 
But there are just as definite dif-.

For Special Locations 


For steep slopes, preferably 
rocky — even though we may 
have to put the rocks there our- 
selves —~ there are a score Or so 
of special plants, mostly tiny 
that thrive in such a location. 
These are listed. under the gen- 
eral heading of “Rock Garden” 
plants. They need very little 
soil or moisture and they will 
add colour and cover to any bit 
of steep ground. 


Then there are other flowers 
that literally pine for shade, 
things like begonias, violets, 
pansies, lily of the valley and so 
on. These are just the right sort 
for planting on the north side of 
house or wall, or other places 
where the ground is heavily 
shaded.

Sexes In School 


Coeducation was taking a 
pummeling again. The Vatican, 
no believer in the practice of 
mixing boys and girls in secon 
dary schools, swung a heavy fist 
last month. 

The Vatican’s Sacred Congre- 
gation of the Affairs of Religious 
ruled no member of a religious 
order can become head of a co- 
educational secondary = school 
“except in case of dire necessi- 
ty,” and even then there should 


be “scrupulous. separation of the — 


sexes” for lessons on the Sixth 


Commandment (which forbids 
adultery) and in. biology and 
psychology. 


In no case, the Congregation 
said, should boys and girls join 
in sports, and in every case they 
should use separate school doors. 
Religious orders run. most Catho- 
lic schools throughout the world. 

Saciologist David (“The Lone- 
ly Orowd”") Riesman got in an- 
other punch at a University of 
Chicago ‘symposium when he 
suggested segregation of the 
sexes at the college level. 

“What we need,” said Ries- 
‘man, “is some form of adult 
protection for our young people 
who, at the moment, do not 
want to pursue each other.” 
Riesman said coeducation tends 
to bend students into the ac- 
cepted masculine and feminine 
patterns and that girl students 
influence their boy friends away 
trom such fields as medicine and 
science — which require long 
preparation — and into domesti- 
city. — Newsweek. 


Vaccine For 
Measles In Sight 


A vaccine against measles is at 
last in sight. This momentous 
news was announced last month 
to a Manhattan conference of 
virus experts by Harvard's famed 
Virologist John Franklin Enders, 
winner of a Nobel Prize for de- 
veloping the tissue-culture foun- 
dation on which the Salk pollo 
vaccine was built. 

Measles has been around so 
long and is so nearly universal 
among dense populations that it 
is widely regarded as an unavold- 
able childhood disease. But. 


measles is a severe illness, defin- ~ 


itely dangerous for children un- 
der three and for adults; it can 
lead to pneumonia and severe 
middle-ear infections (though In 
well-doctored areas these are 
now contained by antibiotics). 
It can also cause brain inflam- 
mation with high (10%) mortal- 
ity and a higher rate of perman- 
ent damage; there is a fulmin- 
ating (fortunately rare) form 
called hemorrhagic or black 
measles that swiftly causes death. 

What has held up the men of 
medicine in developing a vaccine 
against measles is the finicky 
nature of the virus. Man alone 
seems to be its natural host. The 
only lower species that can be 
infected with it are monkeys. 
For years, researchers reported 
growing measles virus in other 
animals or fertilized eggs, only 
to have the submicroscopic par- 
ticles vanish. This line of attack 
proved so disappointing that Dr. 
Enders gave it up 20 years ago. 

With tissue culture (1949) the 
picture changed. Last month 
Enders spelled out the many im- 
mensely detailed steps that be- 
gan with growing the virus (from 
patients’ throats or blood) in 
human kidney cells. Along the 
way it was found that the virus 
caused sharply defined changes 
in the growth pattern of the cells 
on which it battened. This led to 
a valuable and simple test for 


- 


showing the presence of liva 
virus and also measuring immua- 
ity. For the live test in monkeya, 
Dr, Enders found, he had to get 
the animals by air, hot from the 
Philippine jungle, to make sure 
they had not been accidentally 
infected. 

Finally, Researcher Enders 
picked a virus strain that hed 
gone through 24 crops in humam 


kidney cells and 28 in cells from 


the amniotic sac’ (“bag of 
waters”). By then, it would grow 
in eggs. He grew six crops that 
way and 14 in chick-cell cultures, 
With this end product he inocu- 
lated fresh, measles-free mon- 
keys. The weakened virus lived 
a while in their throats but never 
multiplied in their blood. The 
monkeys developed antibodies 
which,. months later, still. gave 
protection. One major problem 
remained: to show that the weak- 
ened virus, which might be used 
as a vaccine, cannot cause e¢n- 
cephalitis. Enders’ research teams 
at Harvard. Medical Schoo) and 
Boston's Children’s Hospital are 
in the midst of that task, with re- _ 
sults to date encouraging. 4 

Even with the aid of the pub- 
lic-address system, soft-spoken 
Researcher Enders was scarcely 
audible at last month’s meeting. 
But when he had finished, Cin- 
cinnati’s Dr. Albert Sabin yelled 


. “John, you’ve done it again!” The 


assembled virologists broke 
ranks, stood and cheered him.—

For a grand display of colour, 
garden experts advise solid beds 
or a mixture of two or three 
flowers only, of similar heights 


‘and blooming season. And if we 


can make these beds at least six 
feet across and better, the more 
impressive the effect. 

Showy flowers that suit these 
big solid beds are the zjnnias 
which now come in a wide range 
of colour. an adimost as big as 
sunflowers, marigolds, (both 
dwarf and large) Petunias, 
phlox, cosmos, salvia and quite 
a few other showy but not so 
common flowers which one will 
find listed in the Canadian Seed 
catalogue. 

To make sure the centre is 
seen to the best advantage or 
the back if the beds are in front 
of a fence or wall, it is a good 
idea to slope them upwards to- 
ward the back or centre by 
several inches. Planted well 
apart and fairly regularly in the 
beds cultivation will be a lot 
easier than where we jumble 
too closely together. 


YOU DON’T NEED TO SEE 


At the new home of the Cana- 
dian National Institute for The 
Blind in Toronto, there is a new 
kind of garden. In special beds 
there are all sorts of flowers 
noted for their fragrance. People 
do not have to be able to see to 
enjoy this garden and, of course, 
it is just as attractive, in face 
more so, in the evening or dark 
as in the daytime. 

Long ago, in the old fashion- 
ed garden, there was always a 
bed or two of specially fragrant 
flowers planted in such a loca- 
tion that their perfume would 
reach the people sitting on the 
verandeh. A feature like that 
will add interest to any garden, 
old fashioned or modern and 
there are plenty of special 
flowers listed in any Canadian 
seed catalogue which will suit 
the purpose. Some of the best 
known for perfulie axe nicotine, 
sweet peas, alyssum, eVoming 
primrose, lilies, sweet william, 
pinks and mignonette. 


IT NEEDS FEEDING 


Most people understand wall 
enough that vegetables and even 
flowers require plant food and 
they will add some sort of ferti- 
lizer to the beds of both, more 
or less regularly. But when it 
comes to the poor old lawn, they 
seem to think that grass will 
grow without any help whatever. 
In most cases it will grow, but 
it will grow a lot faster, greener 
and smoother if it gets a regu- 
lar feeding, say at least once a 


year. “But why push it along”. 


some will ask “when that means 
I will have to cut it oftener.” 
True growing grass will or 
should be cut oftener than a hay 
field, but cutting is easy with,« 
modern mower and certainly it 
is much less difficult than weed- 
ing. Well fed, quick growing 
grass will smother out most 
weeds and aside from regular 
mowing that is about all the at- 
tention it will require. 


FASTER THE BETTER 


The secret of tender vegetables 
is fast growth. 

Modern varieties, of course, 
are a vast improvement over the 
sorts that were popular in our 
parents’ day. Carrots have less 
core, beets are darker and there 
is no fibre, beans are really 
stringless and if the kids of a 
generation ago had the tender 
spinach. available today, there 
would have’ been. no objecting. 
But even with these new and im- 
proved vegetables the quicker 
they are grown the better the 
quality. 

The gardener can speed things 
materially in a variety of ways. 
First, of course, he should break 
up the soil making as fine a 
mulch as possible and keep it 
fine and loose with cultivatioh. 
He should also water when neces- 
sary, and space out or.thin to 
permit easy growth. For root 
vegetables, especially those like 
carrots or parsnips that 40 
down. fairly deep, it. is an excel- 
lent plan, where the soil is heavy, 
to make a trench about a foot 
deep and six to ten inches wide. 
This is filled with fine rich soil

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Almost every resident of Madoc and particularly those who own 
property are directly affected by the prosperity of the community.

ping, etc. 


We should make every effort to encourage these motorists to break 
their trips and enter the Village for shopping and relaxation. We 
believe a Dining Lounge would be a definite inducement to attract 


this traffic to our Village.

At present 20% of the Provincia] tax On beer sold in the hotel in 
the Village is returned to Madoc. Thid is additional revenue and 
helps pay the cost of operating your Village. With a Dining Lounge 
licence this amount would be increased by the additional tax on 
the sale of liquor with meals. 


There is no liceficed place in the Village where the Public can enjoy 
a cocktail with meals, At the present the Public can have beer 
or wine with meals in the Village, so why should persons who prefer 
cocktails be denied an equal privilege?

3—A heart attack does not 
mean an end to a normal sex 
life. The doctor, of course, must 
advise each patient when sex 
relations can be resumed. 

4—-Whether the patient can 
go back to his old job, and how 
soon, depends on the severity of 
the attack and the job's de- 
mands, Generally, however, he 
can return to his same work in 
three to six months. 

5—Stress is a critical factor, 
But don’t slow down to an In- 
valid’s pace; that may be as 
frustrating as overactivity.

It was Holy Joe — so nick- 
named becai he stood four 
equare for ethodism and 
against alcohol— who made the 
prosperous Star what it is today: 

Orphaned at 14, Holy Joe be- 
gan reading books at 22, and 
vose to be managing editor of 
The Montreal Herald ten years 
Jater. He hitched his future to 
The Star in 1899, when a group 
of Canadian Liberals bought it 
for $32,000. The Star then had 
a circulation of 7,000. To persu- 
ade Atkinson to run it, the new 
@wners promised him first crack 
@t any stock they decided to seil, 

By 1916, Holy Joe owned 

r half the stock and had 

ched The Weekly Star. By 
1029, The Star pos were do- 
fag well enough to move into 
their own $4.5 million, 23-story 
skyscraper. 

Holy Joe ruled The Star-Daily 
and Weekly — with a stern and 
wigorous hand. Bone-dry, The 
@tar turned down advertisements 
that mentioned cocktail lounges. 
Moly Joe also kept it militantly 
Liberal. Often at war with con- 
wervative advertisers, he worked 
@vertime to woo news readers. 
. The Star became what one 
writer called “the greatest three- 
e@ent show on.earth.” Bossed by 
Moly Joe's Hard-driying son-in- 
law, Harry Comfort Hindmarsh, 
The Star's editors jazzed up its 
pages, promoted stunts, and dis- 
patched reporters on missions of 
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FAREWELL SOLO—Charles (Cootie) Williams plays W. C. Handy’s 
favorite hymn, “Holy City”, at the composer's funeral in New 
York. More than 150,000 persons lined the streets of Harlem to 
pay their last tribute to the “father of the blues”.

When Holy Joe Atkinsom died 
in 1948, worth an estimated $65 
million, The Star noted his pass- 
ing: in true Star style with 127 
stories that filled 75 columns. 


Holy Joe left the newspaper 
to the Atkinson Foundation, a 
charitable institution. But Tories, 
charging he had evaded “mil- 
‘ions” in inheritance taxes, push- 
ed through a law requiring the 
trust to sell it. 


Last month, the Ontario Su- 
preme Court approved a deal 
by which,the five trustees them- 
selves hecame the buyers, along 
with The Star’s young associate 
city editor, Harry A. Hindmarsh 
(son of the jpaper’s longtime 
editorial boss, who died in 1956). 
Banded together as the Haw- 
thorn Publishing Co., the new 
owners took over the Daily (cir- 
culation: 378,524), the Weekly 
(circulation: 931,654), and the 

per’s skyscraper. They paid 
$19.5 million gash and assumed 
$6 million in obligations. 


Head man, under the new set- 
up, is Holy Joe’s son, Joseph 5. 
Atkinson. An unassuming busi- 
ness executive who rarely dab- 
bles in editorial matters, young 
Joe; now 53, last week planned 
no major changes.

Democracy 
And Teeth 


There are certain good people 
who would compel us all to take 
a fluoride in our drinking water 
whether we want it or not. What 
is more, they will not even trust 
us to decide whether we want 
it or not. 


Their purpose is so excellent— 
a reduction in tooth decay — 
that we shall seem most ungraci- 
ous to object. But object we 
shall, because we want to retain 
tome shreds of devision in this 
increasingly paternalistic society. 

The Legislature is mulling a 
bill to require the approval of 
the citizens by referendum be- 
fore any city or town fluoridates 
its water supply. The good peo- 
ple who want us to take flou- 
rides’ denounce this as a device 
to prevent it — which, no doubt, 
it is. Many. voters could be 
easily panicked against fluorida- 
tion by exaggerated charges of 
its danger. 

The New York Times, which 
editorially opposed a referendum 
in New York City, explained that 
the lay public was not qualified 
to pass judgment on this, a medi- 
cal question. 

We vigorously dissent and de- 
mand the right of the electorave 


to be wrong on occasion. 
In this campaign to force fluo- 
rides on every American, willing 


or not, the organized medical ana 
dental professions have adopted 


a most un wonted and unscien- 
tific air of complete certitude 
about the safety and usefulness 
of mass adrninistration of this 
drug. Where else. have these 
professional organizations shown 
such dogmatism’? Not in. the re 
lationship between smoking and 
lung cancer, not on the role of 
fats in arteriosclero i$, not in 
the significance of other factors 
in tooth decay. Just in fluorides 
in water supplies they say this 
is it, and no doubt of it 
We don't believe they heheve - 

it's that certain, and we charge 
they are attempting to riaster- 
mind the American peaple inte 
a particular regimen.

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Few birds are really destruc- 
tive in the gardens. Most of them 
‘do far more good than harm. 
They will help keep down bugs 
and eat weed seeds, and they 
are beautiful and interesting to 
have around. Shrubs and trees, 
bird houses, feeding stations and 
watering or bathing pools, all 
will help to bring wrens and 
drioles and robins. But we can 
do more than this. There are 
certain bright flowers that have 
a special appeal for humming 
birds. There are all sorts of 
shrubs with bright and edible 
fruit or seeds that will invite 
cardinels. There are others that 


are particularly attractive for - 


the goldfinch. It pays well to 
study the special likes of the 
birds, to plant things that will 
produce food and shelter in 
winter as well as insummer. 


MOST FROM VEGETABLES 


With a little planning and re- 
search with a good Canadian 
seed catalogue it is amazing the 
volume and variety of vegetables 
one can get out of even a tiny 
piece of land, and of course any 
vegetable from the garden, right 
at the door, tastes entirely dif- 
ferent from any that we can 
buy. 


For the very earliest crops we. 


depend on permanent perennial 
types, things like asparagus, 
perennial onions, parsnips left 
in the ground all winter and so 
on. These will be ready for the 
table almost within a few weeks 
after the snow has gone. 

As soon as the soil is fit to 
work we plant lettuce and radish 
and onion sets which only take 
a fortnight or so to be ready 
for salads. Also sown early but 
not ready for eating quite as 
soon will be carrots, beets, peds, 
then a little later, after danger 
of frost is over, beans, corn, to- 


™ matoes, cucumbers, melons and 


what ever we fancy. 

Most of this stuff, if necessary, 
‘can be crowded together in rows 
12 to 18 inches apart. Space can 


he, P 
dieahe saved by growing the big 
things Tike corn and staked to- 


matoes along he fence rows. 
Then to make sure the vegetable 
garden keeps on producing we 
make two or three sowings of 
each vegetable from two to three 
weeks apart and we also use 
early, medium and late sorts. 

In most parts of Canada one 
ean go on sowing carrots, beets, 
lettuce, beans and corn right ap 
to the first part of July and still 
be sure of getting a crop. By 
using different varieties and sow- 
ing a little and often rather than 
all at once, the smart gardener 
will have something ready for 
use at all times from early spring 
until late fall, 


EASIER AND FASTER 


Compared with most other 
hobbies or recreations, equip- 
ment costs for gardening are 
trivial. If necessary we can get 
along with little more than a 
rake and a spade. But a few 
other special tools won't cost 
much and they will make things 
easier and more interesting. 

For stirring up the soil and 
thinning and killing weeds, for 
instance, there are several types 
and sizes of hand cultivators. 
These range from little to ones 
two pronged things 10 to 12 
inches long and wheel hoes which 
we push through the larger gar- 
dens. It is well to have two or 
three cultivators of various sizes 
for working around plants and 
rows of different sizes. Then 
there are such things as dutch 
hoes for wholesale weeding and 


for cultivation under bushes and - 


spreading plants, and single 
bladed affairs for making 
trenches for seeds and bulbs. 

Except for the very small too/s, 
it-is advisable to get all these 
-hings, as well as rakes, hoes and 
so on, with long handles. These 
save stooping. 

In fair sized suburban gardens 
one would be well advised to 
investigate power tools. Garden 
tractors and power lawn mowers 
are not expensive and with rea- 
sonable care they will last. for 
years, And as for getting the 
tedious work done in a hurry, 
one can cultivate a vegetable 


garden and cut a lawn at least 
five times as fast with power 48 
by hand. Don't make the mistake 
of getting bigger tractors or 
mowers than you really need. 
The smaller sizes are much 


easier to handle on the turns.

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Decorating — 
An Old House 


An old house offers a family 
more space than they'd ever find 
in a modern bungalow. And 
even if the windows are oddly 
shaped, ceilings too high and the 
place abounds with nooks and 


corating colours can work. mir- 
acles, according to Wilfred Sin- 
clair, colour consultant. 

Here are some of his sugges- 
tions for creating optical illu- 
sions with paint: 

In a less-than-perfect room, 
decide which is the best wall 
and make that the centre of 
interest. Paint it in a contrast~ 
ing colour, favour it with an in- 
teresting table or picture and 
group the furniture so that the 
attention of everyone in the 


room is centred on its best fea- 


ture. 


If the fireplace is tugly and 


you wish it were less conspicu- 
ous, paint it the same colour as 
the I. Use a sealer coater 
(such s used on new plaster 
or wallboard) so the lime:-in the 
mortar won't bleed into the 
paint. Then use paint in a. flat 
or semi-gloss finish just the same 
as on the wall, 

If the ceiling is too high, “pull 
it down” by painting It in a 
darker tone of the wall colour. 

For a room cut up with dark 
trim around windows and doors, 
Mr. Sinclair strongly advises 
making the trim the same colour 
as the walls, “The room will 
seem much more spacious,” he 
claims, “since each time you put 
a line in the room you decrease 
its size” 

Give the woodwork a rub with 
sandpaper first, clean+it with 
mineral spirits of turpentine and 
give it a base coat of sealer 
coater to prevent the stain com- 
ing through the paint, If win- 
dows. are poorly proportioned, 
they'll be less conspicuous if 
their frames match the walls, 

“If you wish to leave the 
woodwork dark, choose a ‘good- 
neighbour colour’ for the walls,” 
Mr. Sinclair suggests. The stain 
of the wood should blend with 


crannies, careful choice of de- 


the wall colour rather than con- 
trast with it. If the brown woed 
has a yellowing cast, it is best 
with beige or coffee tones om 
the walls. If it’s on-the reddish 
side, it needs a wall colour with 
a rosy undertone. 

A long narrow room will look 
wider with a darker colour om 


‘the wall at each of the narrow 


ends. Remember that .dark 
shades tend to draw walls in, 
light colours push them out. 
“But keep dark colours off win- 
dow walls” Mr. Sinclair warna. 
“You don't want a bright spot of 
light surrounded by darknesa. 
It’s hard on the eyes!” 

Many old houses were built 
with wainscotting half way up 
the walls, especially in dining 
rooms, Sometimes this can be 
removed, but if not, it should be 
painted the same colour as the 
upper wall. A contrasting colour 
is much too overwhelming. 

With a few tricks like these 
and & paintbrush as her magle 
wand, a homemaker can push 
back one wall, draw another 
in and make the worst eyesores 
in her old house fade into thelr 
surroundings. No decorat- 
ing project is so challenging —~ 
or so rewarding!

Thieves calmly stroll- 
ed into the room where they 
were lying, within yards of the 
detective guard-room, and the 
jewels have never been seen to 
this day. 

Then there was the case of 
stolen gold plate in Queen Vic- 
toria’s reign. Whenever the 
Queen changed residence the 
plate was also transferred by 
royal carrier. But one day it was 
inadvertently sent by ordinary 
transport and lost. The police 
were never able to make an ar- 
rest in the matter. 

It is scarcely surprising that, 
en. another occasion, the Queen 

ed in.the window of an old 
curiosity shop and recognized 
one of her wedding gifts. Only 
the other day, one of Queen iVc- 
toria’s silver cups turned up— 
all 150 ountes of it — in a shop- 
window in Peckham. It had been 
legitimately bought at auction in 
Treland. 

Luckily, in modern times, royal 
thefts are rare. When the auto- 
matic burglar alarm went off at 
Windsor Castle a few months 
ago, police spent only seconds on 
their pre-arranged plan of set- 
ting up road blocks while guards 
searched the Castle grounds. It 
proved to be a false alarm.

Way Of Life 


Optimum health is more than 
the absence of disease. It. im- 
plies physical, mental and social 
well-being for the individual 
under his way of life. Fitness 
is not a matter of being up and 
about or of staying out of a 
hospital. The norms for fitness 
vary as the walks of life vary 
One is fit for what? Fitness is 
the ability to respond to the

The average person does not 
need any encouragement about 
rushing the season. Most of them 
are far too inclined to tear out 
the first fine day and plant every 
single flower and vegetable seed 
they have purchased. Sometimes - 
they even plant in the rain and 
very often long before the soil 
is really fit to work. The experi- 
enced gardener, however, knows 


that there are safe ways of rush- « 


ing the season, little tricks that 
will produce flowers and vege- 
tables perhaps a week or ten 
days ahead of the fellow next 
door. But they don’t get these 
early things simply by going out 
and planting too soon and in the 
mud: They practise approved 
short cuts. 


Take such really warm wea- 
ther things as tomatoes, melons 
or cucumbers among the vege- 
tables or some of the more ten- 
der flowers. The experienced 
gardeners will risk a small 
planting. of these extra early, 
perhaps ten days or two weeks 
before the main plantings. But 
these early rows of plants will be 
protected for the first weeks 
when there is danger of late 
frost. They will be covered with 
special wax paper covers, oF 
panes of glass or perhaps if one 
doesn’t mind extra trouble sim- 
ply covered loosely with news- 
papers at night. 


Then too, we may hurry 
growth with extra fertilizer or 
with special prepared soil or for 
a few extra early tomatoes or 
petunias we may get extra big 
started plants and for the first 
few weeks keep protected. 


Easier To Handle 


Straight rows and as long as 
possible in the vegetable garden 
are not a sign of fussiness but of 
efficiency or common sense. It 
will pay a dozen times over to 
take a little care in planting our 
carrots, lettuce, beans, and toma- 
toes straight and evenly spaced. 
When we do this cultivation, 
either by power or by hand, is 
simple and quick and it is safe 


too, even when the new plants — 


are just starting to peek through 
the soil. If we are sure the row 
«lS straight and the plants in the 
TOW spaced then we can 
weed qiitklyand cultivation is 
only half the clere it would be 
if the seed was tossed in any- 
where. A long string and some 
good stakes are absolute musts 
in planting. Because the neat 
vegetable garden is so easily 
cared for, many gardeners also 
plant the flowers they will use 
for cutting right along side the 
vegetables. This is an excellent 
place for a row of sweet peas, 
for the main planting of gladio- 
lus and for any flower seeds left 
‘over from the regular beds. 


This Is Vital 


There is nothing so important 
as the seed we plant in our flower 
or vegetable garden. Soil, cli- 
mate and cultivation may be 
ideal but unless the seed is good 
nothing else will matter. And 
good seed means fresh, pure 
strain seed and of a variety that 
is especially suited to Canada. 
The successful gardener does 
not take any chances with some- 
thing left over from last year. 
He makes sure that what he 
plants comes from a reputable 
and Canadian source and that it 
is fresh this year. 


Trenches For These 


Carrots, parsnips and other 
deep rooted vegetables often 
have a tough time getting down 
deep into the soil, especially in 
heavy clay, and in trying to do 
so they become twisted and 
branched. When we go to pull 
them we too may have a tough 
time and leave about as many 
roots in the ground with the tops 


twisted off as we actually har-’ 


vest. The wise gardener prevents 
all this fuss and loss by planting 
these deep rooted vegetables in a 
trench filled with loose, sandy 
—soil mixed with compost. In such 
a mixture seed germinates more 
quickly, the young plants are 
easily thinned and when we go 
to harvest there is no trouble in 
‘ pulling, as a mere shake will 
loosen them from the soil.
